THE INDIAN APPROPRIATION BILL. 

‘WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—Representative 
Halman, of the House Committee on In- 
dian Affairs, has prepared a report to ac- 
company the Indian Appropriation Bill. 
It shows that the total Indian appropria- 
tions for 1895 were $663,589 less than for 
1894, while this bill providing for 1896 car- 
ries a total of $6,596,820, a reduction of 
$238,173 below the appropriation bill for 


} 1895. Many of the reductions were made 


upon the recommendation of the Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs. Representative 
Holman says: 

“While there is a material reduction 


krom the estimates, especially as to con- 


tingent expenditures, it is understood by 
the Committee on Indian Affairs that in 
the main the reduction will not embarass 
the Indian Office in providing for the In- 
dian service. The most important of the 
legislative features incorporated in the bill 
is a plan by which it is proposed to solve the 
vexed problem of governmental relations 
with contfact 
which are under church control. and which ‘ 


have been the cause of sectarian conten- | | 


tions. 

“The Secretary ‘of the Interior is au- 
tliorized to make contracts for the educa- 
tion of Indian pupils in these schools for 
the next fiscal year to an extent not ex- 
ceeding 80 per cent. of the amount 80 
ubed last year and each succeeding year, 
the amount to be reduced 20 per cent., so 
that at the end of five years all such con- 
tracts will cease.

Finally, two years ago, Guatemala de- 
cided to claim the territory. The maps 
made by Milas Rock are bogus. Garcia 
declares that Mexieo will not relinquish 
her claim to this territory, even if she 
has to defend it by force of arms.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. .13.—Two mon- 
ster mass-meetings were held in this city 
this afternoon to protest against the ap- 
pointment of M. A. Gunst as police com- 
missioner; to deneunce local political cor- 
ruption and to protest against Dist.tty. 
Knight for not causing the arrest of C. P. 
Huntington. The first two subjects came 
in for the greater attention. Dr. Elbert 
Dille addressed the big audience that 
crowded Odd Fellows’ Hall to the doors, 
filling the gallery and floor until there was 
not a seat left. Held at the instance of 
the Law and Order League, it was a sig- 
nificant and enthusiastic demonstration, 
marked by flery speeches followed to the 
close by the hearty accord of a gathering 
wholly in earnest. 

Dr. Dille compared the government of a 
republic to a pyramid. “Only two things 
can get to the top—the eagle and the liz- 
ard; and, in city affairs, the reptile gets 
there, leaving its slimy trail behind. All 
the gamblers and all the vicious,’ said 
he, “are saying, ‘We have found our 
Moses. We've got San Francisco and a 
fence around it, and our Moses to lead 
us into it.“ With boss rule, thug rule, cor- 
poration rule and the indifference of good 
citizens, this has become a government of 
the worst, by the worst and for the worst:

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—Late newspa- 
per advices received at the Japanese Le- 
gation are to the effect that the, reform 
programme presented to the Korean gov- 
ernment by the Japanese is making sat- 
isfactory progress. This programme, ac- 


sented to the King of Korea, on November 
20, and was approved by him. The prop-

should be rigidly enforced, and any such 
practice as that in vogue of selling gov- 
ernment offices, must be abolished. The 
authority of local officials should be lim; 
ited by statute, and the power centralized; 
appointment or dismissal of government 
officials should be aranged according to 
fixed systems; promising youths should 
be sent to study in Japan, and the unifi- 
cation of the national policy is requisite 
in order to establish the independence of 
the country on a sound basig and effect- 
ively to reform home affairs.” 

The Tai-Won-Kun, until recently the

‘helion passage took place in October, and 
that the elements bear a considerable 
resemblance to those of the comet dis- 
covered by De Vico, in 1844, which, though 
compu to have an elliptical orbit, with 
a period of only about five and one-half 
years, has not since been seen. If the 
comets are identical, eight unobserved re- 
turns must have taken place since 1844; 
also the perihelion passage last October 
must have been delayed about a year by 
the attraction of Jupiter,’ which would 
have been considerable in 1863, 1874 and 
1886. The comet is rapidly diminishing 
in brightness, so that’ it is desirable to

It was in 1841 tha? a concession was 
given to Don Jose de Garay to build 
either a canal or a railroad. The con- 
cession became the property of P. A. 
Hargons of New York in 1847, who under- 
took the task of building a railroad in 
connection with a New Orleans company. 
Gen. J. G.-Barnard, U.S. A., made a sur- 
vey in 1865, but as Mexico was distrust- 


ful. of the friendliness displayed by this |’ 


country after the war, a few years pre- 
vious, the surveying parties were called 
from the field, at the request of the Mex- 
ican t. The project was revived 
in 1857, under the direction of Col. W. H. 
Siddell, U.S. A., but another hitch oc- 
curred, and the idea of building a trans- 
continental road to n the land of the 
Montezumas lay do t for thirteen 
years.. At that time energetic measures, 
were taken to set the scheme on a prac- 
tical basis. The Tehuantepec Railroad: 
Company was organized in New York, 
with Simon Stevens as president, and 
Marshall O. Roberts as promotor. After 
innumerable delays, a modified concession 
was obtained from the Mexican govern- 
ment in 1879, under charter held by the 
the po ode of the State of 
husetts. The Mexican government 
granted a subsidy of $7500 in cash for 
every kilometer ‘of the road built,’ and 
under the terms of the concession the road 
was not to exceed over three hundred kilo- 
meters, or 186 miles, in length. A trifle 
less than forty kilometers were built by. 
the concessionaires. 
Private capitalists, in 1882, made a con- 
tract with the Mexican government to 
complete the road, and by January, 1884, 
track had been laid to Coatzacoalcos, t 
Atlantic port on the Gulf of Mexico, to 
Jallipam, a distance of twenty-five miles. 
Then came another break in the work’ of 
construction. After all these discouraging 
experiences in getting foreign capital to 
interest itself in the building of the road, 
Mexican government determined to 
eancel all concessions and build the road 
itself. In cononance with this determina- 
tion a contract for the construction of the 
road was signed in 1888, with Senor Sal- 
vador Malo, and at the same time a loan 
for 2,700, 000 for the expenses of construc- 
tion, was placed in London, Berlin and 
rdam by the sale of 5 per cent. 
bonds at about 7 per cent. of their face. 
The Learned Company of the United 
States, the last concessignaire, was paid 
nearly $2,000,000 in gold to surrender its 
concession. and the improvements made 
on the surveyed route. Another loan of 
£3,000,000 was placed in 1893 by the gov- 
ernment, a large portion of which was ap- 
plied to completing the fifty-nine kilome- 
ters the remainder to complete the road, | 
a contract being made with Chandos Stan- 
hope, and the English. syndicate he repre- 
sented, for the speedy completion of the 
road. 
Trains began running over the National 
Tehuantepec Railroad, from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific side last August, and traffic 
is now regularly handled between Coat- 
zacoalcos and Salina Cruz, the latter be- 
ing the Pacific port. The line is 190 miles 
in length, running very nearly north and 
south. The grades are easy, being gen- 
rally less than sixty feet to the mile, ex- 
pt at Chivela Pass, where they are 116 
feet. The highest point reached by the 
track is 720 feet above the sea level. Low 
tide water at Coatzacoalcos is thirteen feet 
at the coast, and the Coatzacoalcos River 
is navigable for a distance of thirty miles 
inland. Salina Cruz, on the Pacific side, 
has many natural advantages as a point 
of shipment, but on account of shoal wa- 
ter a long, iron pier is essential before the 
value of the road receives its fullest ex- 
emplification. This pier, with other im- 
provements at both terminal points of the 


road, are being vigorously pushed ahead, | 


and when completed the through business, 
which has already increased very rapidly, 
despite the fact that cargo has to be light- 
ered at either end of the road, will un- 
doubtedly develop to exceedingly large di- 
mensions. 

Already the Federal government has 
found the line such a profitable investment 
for the $20,000,000, or so, sunk in its con- 
struction that several important ‘feeders 
are to be built during the current year. 
Work has already been commenced on a 
road, ‘which will run from a point on the 
Tehuantepec road to Pazo del Rio de San 
Juan, in the State of Vera Cruz. Under 
the terms of the concession granted it 
must be completed within six years. 

It will be easily remembered that Collis 
P. Huntington of the Southern Pacific 
Company, was particularly anxious to buy 
the Tehuantepec road, and made more
